Strike Costs France Over $1 Billion A Week 


PARIS <AP> — With no end in ’ election, said: “ I am a candi- 
sight to the general strike cost­ 
ing France more than a billion 
dollars a week in lost produc­ 
tion, a leftist leader proposed to­ 
day that a provisional govern­ 
m ent take over to arrange elec­ 
tion of a successor to President 
Charles de Gaulle. 
Francois 
Mitterrand, 
presi­ 
dent of the non-Communist Fed­ 
eration of the Left, called for re­ 
jection of De Gaulle’s reform 
proposals in the June 16 referen­ 
dum. 
Since De Gaulle has threat­ 
ened to resign if he does not re­ 
ceive massive support at the 
polls, Mitterrand said “the de­ 
parture of Gen. De Gaulle after 
June 16, if it doesn’t come be­ 
fore then, will provoke the dis­ 
appearance of the premier and 
the present government.” 
He called for formation of a 
provisional government immedi­ 
ately “to get the state back on 
its feet, reply to the just de­ 
mands of the social groupings 
and finally organize the practi­ 
cal mechanism for a presiden­ 
tial election which could take 
place in July.” 
Mitterrand, runnerup to De 
Gaulle with 45 per cent of the 
vote in

presidential 


date.” 
The strike, which economists 
say is wiping out more than a 
billion dollars a week in produc­ 
tion, went into its 12th day today 
after most striking workers in 
private industry shouted down a 
proposed settlement which 
in­ 
cluded a IO per cent pay raise. 
In government-run industries. 
an “accord in principle” on a 
similar offer was reached with 
the 
coal 
m iners’ 
union. 
But 
electrical and gas workers still 
were negotiating and the rail­ 
road workers broke off talks 
with the government. 
Economists 
predicted 
the 
weekly 
loss 
from 
the 
strike 
would rise steadily as the strike 
continued. In addition, the econ­ 
omy faced severe strains from 
any settlement finally worked 
out. 
The proposed IO per cent pay 
raise would cost $3.7 billion a 
year for French businesses, al­ 
ready operating on lower profit 
margins than those in any other 
country in the European Com­ 
mon Market. And if the strikers 
maintain their refusal to accept 
the offer, the cost could go 
much higher. 
Price increases to meet the 
higher costs would mean infla­ 
tion, reduced exports and possi­ 


bly devaluation of the franc, 
which is already under pressure 
on foreign exchange markets. 
Renault, 
France’s 
biggest 
auto maker, estimated it would 
have to raise prices by as much 
as 12 per cent to meet term s of 
the proposed settlement. This 
would price its cars out of for­ 
eign markets. 
The 
package settlement of­ 


fered to most of the 8 to IO mil­ 
lion strikers was termed “ cata­ 
strophic” by business leaders, 
who predicted the ruin of many 
small and medium-size firms. 
But the strikers’ immediate 
response was that the settle­ 
ment wasn’t enough, and shouts 
of “Seguy resign” were heard 
at a massive rally of students 
and workers Monday. Georges 


Seguy, secretary general of the 
Communist-led General Confed­ 
eration of Labor, helped negoti­ 
ate the package. 
The workers had demanded, 
among other things, an immedi­ 
ate 12 per cent raise and cancel­ 
lation of a social security de­ 
cree-1 aw last fall which reduced 
benefits and increased worker 
contributions. 


Failure to settle the strike be­ 
fore the June 16 referendum 
called by President Charles de 
Gaulle could have serious politi­ 
cal implications. It could mean 
a massive no vote against his

France’s economic and educa­ 
tional structures, and De Gaulle 
has said he would resign if de­ 
feated.

Flood - wracked southern Ohio 
was hopeful of some relief to­ 
day, but the Weather Bureau 
gave a dismal outlook.

The Licking RJver spilled out 
of its banks, bringing more gen­ 
eral flooding, particularly in the 
Newark area east of Columbus, 
where National Guardsmen and 
others battled to keep a dam at 
Buckeye Lake from cracking. 
Some South Side Newark resi­ 
dents were evacuated Monday 
night and some 200 families near 
Buckeye 
Lake began moving 
out. 
The second round of flooding 
came 
Monday 
after 
record 
amounts 
of rainfall, bringing 
more misery and hardship for 
thousands affected by the worst 
Ohio floods in five years. 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes esti­ 
mated damage at $8.8 million in 
the 27 counties hardest hit by 
the flood waters. The Red Cross 
said some 3.000 persons have 
been sheltered since floods be­ 
gan in Ohio last week. 


U.S. Navy Combs 
Stormy Ocean For 
Scorpion, 99 Men 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A small U. S. Navy armada 
from both sides of the Atlantic combed the stormy ocean 
today for a clue to the 
whereabouts 
of the missing 
atomic submarine Scorpion and her 99 crewmen. 
W hat may have happened to the $40 million U.S. 
attack sub was a mystery. An obvious if unexpressed 
Navy fear was that the Scorpion may have suffered a 
fate similar to that of another atomic sub, the Thresher, 
which sank in the Atlantic off Cape Cod, Mass., in 1963 
with 129 men aboard. 
An unspecified number of* 
planes were scheduled to 
join vessels ordered into a 
broad search Monday when 
the Scorpion failed to re­ 
port in as scheduled at the 
end of a 
Mediterranean 
cruise. 
Seek Contact 
A source said Navy attempts 
to contact the sub—which he 
termed “ part of the normal 
missing sub procedure”—-were 
continuing. 
Because she was returning to 
the United States submerged, 
the Navy had not received any 
communications from the Scor­ 
pion since midnight May 21. 
This was termed routine. 
But about noon Monday the 
Scorpion should have come on 
the air asking Norfolk, Va., for 
docking space. Relatives waited 
at the port. No message came. 
She was due there at I p.m. 


Slick Sighted 


WASHINGTON

The Navy quickly dispatched 
the first of 19 Atlantic Fleet 
ships to find the Scorpion, and 
by 7 p. rn. Monday publicly pro­ 
nounced her “overdue.” 
Weather Rough 
“The weather is very, very 
bad out there,” Adm. Thomas 
H. Moor cr. chief of naval oper­ 
ations, told newsmen at a hur­ 
riedly summoned news confer­ 
ence. 
The submarine Shark report­ 
ed 15-to 22-foot waves from the 
area and was rodling to 22 de­ 
grees at times. 
Moorer offered two possibili­ 
ties of what may have hap­ 
pened to merely delay the Scor­ 
pion in reaching home: 
—-Weather may have caused 
her to slow up, and she may 
have radioed a message about 
the delay which was lost in 
stormy turbulence. 
—The Scorpion may have al­ 
tered her course as she rose 
from the Atlantic's depths to ap­ 
proach the shallower, 650-<foot- 
deep continental shelf extending 
40 to 50 miles from the Eastern 
seaboard, thus stowing her ar­ 
rival. 
No Explanation 
Tile latter, 
however, 
would 
not have explained her failure 
to communicate with shore. 
He said it would be routine for 
the Scorpion 
to remain sub­ 
merged until rough seas subsid­ 
ed but acknowledged she would 
have tried to establish contact 
with her home base. 
“So far we have not received 
any emergency messages,” the 
admiral said.

Rescue Bell 
Use Limit 
Is 300Feet 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Tile 
Navy’s available rescue equip­ 
ment would have difficulty sav­ 
ing crewmen from the subma­ 
rine Scorpion if the missing ves­ 
sel were located deeper than 300 
feet below the ocean’s surface, 
a top Navy expert said today. 
Capt. William M. Nicholson, 
manager of the Navy’s Deep 
Submergence Systems Project, 
said “We are working essential­ 
ly with equipment used in 1939” 
in saving men from the sunken 
submarine Squalus. 
The Squalus went down in 240 
feet of water off New Hamp­ 
shire. 
“There have been some im­ 
provements, but the equipment 
is basically the same.’’ Nichol­ 
son said in an interview. 
The chief item in this equip­ 
ment is a rescue bell which is 
lowered from a surface vessel 
and secured 
to a 
submarine 
hatch. Sub crewmen are lifted 
to the surface in the pressurized 
chamber. 
The Navy has beal working 
on an advanced rescue system, 
part of a broad underwater pro­ 
gram costing an estimated $600 
million. 
But the first of a new breed of 
small rescue submarines capa­ 
ble of reaching depths of 3.500 
feet will not be ready for use un­ 
til 1970, Nicholson said. 
Adm. 
Thomas 
H. 
Moorer, 
chief of naval oiierations, told a 
news conference Monday night 
that the rescue bell could save 
trapjied 
submarine 
crewmen 
from depths of “several hun­ 
dred feet,” depending on the 
condition of die submarine. An 
aide said the rescue bell could 
operate down to 650 feet. 
But later Nicholson indicated 
that operations with the bell at 
such a depth were not practical. 
The key, he said, is the ability 
of a rescue vessel to moor and 
hold its position o v a a subma­ 
rine. 
Few this reason, said Nichol­ 
son, it is “difficult to use effec­ 
tively” this equipment at deeper 
than 300 feet.

More than that, the ruling by 
Chief Justice Earl Warren rid­ 
dled the idea that otherwise ille­ 
gal actions are shielded from 
p r o s e c u t i o n as “symbolic 
speech.” 
“We cannot accept the view.” 
said W arren, “that an apparent­ 
ly limitless variety of conduct 
can be labled ‘speech’ whenever 
the person engaging in the con­ 
duct intends thereby to express 
an idea.” 
These words may cut the le­ 
gal ground from under other 
forms of Vietnam war p ro te st- 
such as exhorting young men to 
resist the draft or spilling blood 
on draft card files.

Colleges Badly 


Nothing 
is 
more 
urgently 
needed in Wayne Countv than 
a system of community col­ 
leges, according to Dr. Charles 
E. Morton, a member of the 
State Board of Education and 
pastor of the Metropolitan Bap­ 
tist Church in Detroit. 
Morton discussed this need 
before the June IO election of 
trustees for the proposed Wayne 
County 
Community 
College 
System. Seven trustees will be 
elected 
from 
seven 
districts 
within the county. 
Morton 
cited 
two 
reasons 
why the need for community 
colleges is urgent. They would 
protect the existing four-year 
institutions, which are highly 
specialized and growing crowd­ 
ed. 
There is a need for the train­ 
ing of people for social better­ 
ment and welfare. The second 
reason is the rising expecta­ 
tions of people. Wayne County 
is the industrial hub of the 
state, and according to Morton, 
many people know that they do 
not have the types of skills and 
understanding necessary to par­ 
ticipate in thi* type of com­ 
munity.

A new three-year contract 
with the Escanaba Education 
Association — the first multi­ 
year contract in the history of 
the school district — was rati­ 
fied Monday night by the Es­ 
canaba Area Board of Educa­ 
tion. 
Teachers of the district rati­ 
fied tile contract which calls tor 
a base salary of $6,200 for 1968- 
69 school year at a special meet­ 
ing Monday afternoon. 
Ratification by the Board of 
Education 
and 
the 
teachers 
came at the earliest date in re­ 
cent years. Negotiations a year 
ago 
weren't 
concluded 
until 
August, less than a month be­ 
fore school was scheduled to 
open. 
Contracts To Go Out 
Supt, of Schools Luther M. 
Barrett 
said

I contracts to tea cl ie is would be 
prepared this week. 
The 
master 
agreement sets 
starting salaries 
for 
teachers 
with Bachelors degrees at $6,- 
200, an increase of $500 over the 
1967-68 contract. Master’s de­ 
gree holders will staid at $6,700 
next fall, also a $500 increase. 
Top range after ll increments 
for 1968-69 is $9,300 for bache­ 
lor’s degree teachers and $10,- 
050 for master's degree holders.

The question 
is 
frequently 
asked: “What is 
forest 
land 
worth?’* A “wild forty” might 
be worth $100 or $3,000. 
Value depends on the nature 
of the land and 
its 
location, 
whether it is accessible, wheth­ 
er it is stocked with merchant­ 
able timber, whether it con­ 
tains water or road frontage, 
whether it is, or could be, pro­ 
ductive 
as 
agricultural land, 
whether it is desirable hunting 
land. etc. 
But 
the 
question 
persists. 
What is the 
average 
“wild 
forty’* worth? In a very gener­ 
al way, it might be permissible 
to say that S8 to $25 per acre 
is the going rate for wild lands, 
exclusive of forest crop or de­ 
velopment, in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
A bill has been introduced in 
the Senate which would place 
the lands purchased by the De­ 
partm ent of Conservation on the 
regular Ad Valorem tax rolls. 
The Department has no quarrel 
with this bill. It has been sug­ 
gested that the value of this 
land would be $50 per acre. This 
seems a bit unrealistic, because 
values of adjoining private land 
do not approach this value. 
Saleability Counts 
The ability to buy' or sell land 
at any specific price helps to 
establish land value. Presum­ 
ably. the price takes into ac­ 
count the productivity of the 
land and its desirability as a 
recreational property, but un­ 
reasonably high, or unreason­ 
ably low purchase price 
does 
not in itself establish real or 
true land value. 
Representatives of one indus­ 
try in the Upper Peninsula main­ 
tain that forest land value, ex­ 
clusive of the forest crop, is 
worth between $5 and $10 per 
acre. In defense of this opinion 
they point to numerous descrip­ 
tions which were purchased by 
the industry for this figure. 
Land value 
should 
reflect 
earning potential, although ad­ 
mittedly, more and 
more 
in­ 
tangible values are being re­ 
flected in land value as recrea­ 
tional potential assumes great­ 
er significance in establishing 
worth. 
Using the state land in Dis­ 
trict III 'M arquette, Delta and 
West Alger' as an example, let 
us consider its productivity. 
Timber Sales 
Through our forest manage­ 
ment program, timber sales are 
regularly made as the forest 
crop m atures, and as the m ar­ 
ket for forest products exists. 
Last year 48,754 cords of wood 
were produced from an area of 
568.326 acres. These sales re­ 
sulted in stumpage receipts of 
$182,410, or a gross return of 
32c per acre. The 20c per acre 
payment made to the township 
in lieu of taxes leaves 12c per 
acre to cover cost of adminis­ 
tration and surplus. 
Obviously. the monetary re­ 
turn from this land cannot, at 
the present level of production, 
sustain greatly increased costs 
in the payment, or payment in 
lieu of tax. plus administration. 
Many of the factors that de­ 
termine m arket value are simi­ 
lar to those 
contributing 
to 
stumpage receipts. 
Land in the Menominee State 
Forest returned 78 cents per 
acre last year, 
whereas 
the 
smallest return was 13.6c per 
acre. M arkets, percentage of the 


forest in a m ature 
condition, 
availability of labor to harvest 
the crop, and accessibility’ of 
the crop, all determine the ex­ 
tent of production, and the value 
of the wood produced. 
A cord of aspen in the Meno­ 
minee Forest offered at auction 
will be bid in at about $5 per 
cord for peeled wood. A cord of 
peeled aspen in 
the 
eastern 
counties of the U. P. will be bid 
in at about $1.50. 
In Lieu Of Tax 
Therefore, in view of the gross 
return of 32 cents per acre, a 
tax or payment in lieu of tax 
of 40 to 50c per acre does not 
seem warranted at this time. 
However, the rate of payment 
in lieu of tax is a function of 
the Legislature and the Depart­ 
ment will not argue with this 
rate whether or not the earned 
revenue sustains the cost. 
Fortunately, there is a sur­ 
plus of wood available within 
District III. and within the Up­ 
per Peninsula, that can be made 
available as the m arket tor wood 
fiber expands. Moreover, there 
are good indications that this 
m arket will develop. 
The Escanaba 
Paper 
Co., 
(Mead Corp.) is in the process 
of plant expansion 
now. 
Ac­ 
quisition of the Cliff Dow Chemi­ 
cal Plant at M arquette by Geor­ 
gia-Pacific Co., has reportedly 
improved their marketing out­ 
look so that an additional 20,- 
000 cords of wood 
over 
and 
above the 80,000 cords now uti­ 
lized, will be needed. No recent 
announcements 
by the Oxford 
Paper Co., have been observed, 
but evidently the development 
of its proposed paper mill at 
Munising is still a possibility’. 
It has been stated before, but 
it is pertinent to consideration 
of forest economy, that a cord 
of pulpwood will generate in­ 
come payments in the amount 
of §260. The wood produced in 
District IIT last year was there­ 
fore responsible tor a total in­ 
come of $12,676,040. 
Making It Pay 
Foresters are inclined to at- 
tem pt to make land under their 
administration a paying propo­ 
sition. Receipts are measured 
against costs and investment in 
cultural treatm ent 
is 
usually 
limited to those practices w'hich 
in general offer die potential for 
a reasonable return. 
And yet, w’e have no right to 
expect or demand that our ef­ 
forts produce a surplus over 
costs. Our management is not 
limited to the profit motive, but 
rather to a maximum return of 
value — not strictly monetary 
value but intangible values al­ 
so for which payment is not ex­ 
pected or desired. 
For 
example, 
Conservation 
Department foresters will pro­ 
vide assistance to any’ private 
forest landowner upon request 
for assistance rn the manage­ 
ment of private forest land. 
The Forestry 
Division 
pro­ 
vides the field administration for 
the Commercial Forest Reserve 
Act, revenue from which is not 
included in receipts from state 
ownership. 
The Forestry Division main­ 
tains 60 campgrounds in the 
Upper Peninsula, and builds ad­ 
ditional campgrounds each year 
as funds are available. No fee 
or charge is required 
to 
use 
these facilities. 
Operate Campgrounds 
There are 
13 
campgrounds 
within District III and they reg­ 
istered an increase in use last 
year of 38 per ce n t Economists 


have 
determined 
that 
each 
camper expends $3 or more in 
the community for 
each 
day 
they engage in camping. On the 
basis of use of the 13 camp­ 
grounds, $50,000 
would 
have 
been brought into this area. 
We provide snowmobile trails 
to accommodate the rapidly in­ 
creasing number of snowmo­ 
biles in use by residents and 
visitors. Last winter, four trails 
had been developed. Next win­ 
ter, the Seoul Choix Pointe in 
the Manistique River Forest will 
be available for use. 
Currently, disking is in pro­ 
gress for the improvement of 
blueberry culture on 
the 
Me­ 
nominee Forest, the Michigam­ 
me Fewest, and the Manistique 
River Forest. This 
treatm ent 
costs about $10 per acre, but if 
successful 
it 
will 
produce a 
value many times greater than 
the cost. No fee is requested for 
enjoying the harvest. 
In the embodiment 
of 
the 
multiple use concept 
of 
land 
management, 
many 
practices 
are employed that do not result 
in increased tim ber production 
or increased revenue from the 
sale of forest products. 
Aid To Hunters 
Many areas identified by our 
game biologists 
as 
possessing 
potential for game populations 
are retained in an open state 
wa th practices and procedures 
to eliminate tree growth that 
might occur. Many acres are 
retained in state ownership be­ 
cause of desirable game habi­ 
tat that produce little 
or 
no 
merchantable 
wood 
products, 
but that do provide excellent 
hunting. Foresters are in agree­ 
ment with our game experts in 
their desire and efforts to im­ 
prove game conditions within 
the state, and tim ber production 
is not our sole objective. 
Timber harvest complements 
game population 
and 
habitat 
improvement very w’ell. In fact, 
cutting timber commercially is 
the most important means at 
our disposal of improving game 
habitat. More intensive proced­ 
ures are available, 
but 
over 
large areas and within limita­ 
tions of available funds, 
com­ 
mercial tim ber harvest is relied 
upon to provide 
succession of 
forest growth. Last year, in Dis­ 
trict III, 7.804 acres were cut 
over. 
Many Factors 
Other divisions are involved in 
the production of values in both 
game and timber. The Fire Di­ 
vision protects both State and 
private land from fire, and con­ 
structs and maintains 
depart­ 
m ent roads. The Game Division 
and the Law Division make the 
m ajor contributions to the pro­ 
duction 
and 
preservation of 
game values, 
but 
the 
game 
values generated must in part 
be attributed to the land, tor it 
provides the habitat. 
I cannot really' 
provide 
an 
answer to the question: “What 
is state forest land worth?*’ All 
that I can do is point to some 
of the values generated. 
The 
multiple land use concept is the 
best approach for the state for­ 
est ownership. With this policy 
as our management objective, 
the greatest recreation and tim­ 
ber production w’ill be realized. 
Values generated through tim­ 
ber production are 
easier 
to 
identify. Nit recreation 
values 
are just as real, and currently 
have appeal to 
more 
people 
than 
production 
of 
fiber 
or 
board.

Schoolcraft To 
Benefit Under 
State Tax Boost 
The four counties in the 107th 
District can anticipate tax re­ 
bates two and one-half times 
greater on certain lands owned 
by the state and controlled by 
the Conservation Department, 
State Rep. Charles H. Varnum 
said today. 
“Under the present system,” 
Varnum said, “rebates on the 
lands to Chippewa. Delta. Luce 
and Schoolcraft counties total 
$29,137. When the new plan 
goes into effect, payments in 
lieu of taxes to these counties 
will jump to $76,409, an in­ 
crease of $47,272. 
The increase will result from 
passage of a bill equalizing pay­ 
ments on such lands north of 
Townline 16 with lands south of 
the line. The bill is on its way 
to the Governor. 
Under a 1925 act, which th« 
bill changes, conservation lands 
North of Townline 16 yielded 
only 20 cents per acre each 
year to local governments. 
Delta, with 1,809 acres affect­ 
ed got $362 previously and will 
get 
$1,500; 
Schoolcraft 
with 
41,086 acres got $8,220 and will 
get $20,000; Chippewa with 67,- 
162 acres got $13,430 and now 
gets $33,500 and Luce with 35,- 
625 acres got $7,125 and now 
get $21,400.
